at flies 


Newer insecticides are knocking out 
those resistant flies. Sanitation helps 


HOSE last flies of summer are 

hard to live with. You might 
think they know that every bite 
could be the last. And it seems 
like they’re determined to make 
that last bite a good one. 

Late season flies are hard to 
kill, too. Probably they are de- 
scendants of flies that survived 
insecticides you used early in the 
summer. Maybe they have re- 
sistance bred into them. 

There’s little consolation in 
knowing that late summer flies 
don’t have long to live. Right 
now, they’re cutting milk produc- 
tion and beef gains. 

So extra attention to fly con- 
tro] may well be worth the effort. 

Experience is proving that 
new insecticides, malathion 
or diazinon, are _ effective 
against hard-to-kill flies. 

Those new chemicals kill 

flies that laugh at DDT, for 

example. 

The new fly killers are safe to 
handle. And they’re now avail- 
able in forms that make applica- 
tion quick and easy. For ex- 
ample, you can buy baits which 
contain malathion or diazinon. 
Just sprinkle the bait by hand 
around the barn in places where 
flies are likely to find it. 


Or you can spray farm build- 
ings, inside and outside, with 
malathion. But don’t use the 
chemical on animals. Always 
read directions on the labels of 
fly killers. 

Daily application of a pyreth- 
rin type spray is one of the more 
effective methods of keeping flies 
off animals. The spray can be 
applied with a hand gun or an 
automatic treadle-type sprayer. 


In the success of fly killers, 
a lot depends on the operator 
and conditions around the 
barn. No fly killer is likely 
to be 100 percent effective if 
you have manure piles and 
fly breeding places in the 
barnyard. 


So now that most of the har- 
vest work is done, maybe you can 
find time to do some cleaning up 
around the barn. Remember that 
effective fly control begins with 
sanitation. 

Remember also that some of 
the other fly killers still have a 
place. Of the several kinds of 
flies that pester livestock, only 
the housefly is believed to de- 
velop resistance to insecticides 
like DDT, methoxychlor and lin- 
dane.

100th birthday for State Fair 


Caravan from Fairfield gpens 10-day show; 


old-time vehicles and machinery featured 


T WAS just 100 years ago next Octo- 
ber that the first lowa State Fair was 
held at Fairfield. That three-day show 
offered premiums which totaled some 
$1,100. 

This year’s 10-day Centennial exposi- 
tion in Des Moines is a far cry from that 
first attempt at statewide display of 
lowa’s agricultural wealth. One meas- 
ure of its growth is the fact that 
premiums have climbed to an all-time 
high of $220,000. 


The Centennial flavor will be in- 
troduced into the 1954 show from 
the first moment of opening day, 
August 28. At noon the Fairfield 
caravan of surreys, buckboards, 
carriages, and other ancient vehicles 
will pass thru the main gate and 
officially open the fair. 


It will parade in front of the grand- 
stand before dispersing, with many of 
the vehicles scheduled for the 10-day 
display in the old-time fairgrounds 
replica at the fair.

The first fairgrounds have been re- 
constructed in detail for the 1954 show. 
The area they occupy is just northeast 
of the old mill and will be set off by a 
rail fence. Many of the old-time fair 
features will be included. 

For exarhple, there will be a display 
of old farm implements—walking plows 
and cultivators, a “ground hog” thresher 
powered by a one-horse treadmill, a full 
size Port Huron steam engine, a butter 
churn powered by a treadmill for dog 
or goat, and many others. 

Not so antique but still of historical 
interest is a row-crop tractor that will 
be displayed. It is one of the earliest 
models, dating back to the early ’20s. 
It was the mainstay of the first com- 
pletely mechanized farm in the United 
States, the Murphy farm near Burling- 
ton, which heralded the passing of the 
horse as a working farm animal. 

Home furnishings of a century ago 
will be shown in one of the exhibition 
halls on the 1854 grounds. Included will 
be old talking machines, spinning 











midway. 
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A big attraction at the State Fair is always the midway 
with its sideshow barkers, its rides and shows. If 
you’re after thrills and entertainment, plan to visit the 


wheels, foot warmers, hand sewing ma- 
chines, washing machines, and dozens 
of other relics from pioneer Iowa days. 

No historical review of Iowa is com- 
plete without Indians, and the State 
Fair has not overlooked them in the 
Centennial show. 

A group of Sac and Fox Indians from 
the Tama reservation will set up a na- 
tive village in the Centennial show 
grounds where they will present dances, 
display handicraft, and exhibit other 
specimens of Indian lore and customs. 


A display of old automobiles, 
with a parade before the grandstand 
on the night of September 3, is also 
scheduled. The Rural Family Liv- 
ing show, always a popular attrac- 
tion for homemakers, this year will 
feature three old-time room _ in- 
teriors furnished in authentic de- 
tail. 


A steam locomotive of pioneer vintage 
will be exhibited on the Dean Avenue 
siding adjoining the fairgrounds. Other 
Centennial. attractions include style 
shows, song “reviews, skits, dances, 
pageants, and plays in the various activ- 
ities set for the Women’s and Children’s 
building.

To Sell More Milk

This is a job for dairy cooperatives 
and for general farm organizations.

Heavier milk sales help butter mak- 
ers. One thing that has hurt butterfat 
producers is that milk surpluses in the 
east have been diverted into butter. 
Boost milk sales, and butter will have 
more chance. . 
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Hogs Eat Corn 


THIS MAY not be earth-shaking news 
to farmers.- But apparently some people 
haven’t heard about it yet. 

For instance, the administration has 
been circulating a chart showing that 
Iowa gets only eight percent of its farm 
income from supported commodities. 

Senator Gillette (Dem.) of lowa com- 
mented: “In lowa, we market our corn 
as feed—85 percent of it is marketed on 
the hoof—and such a chart as the one 
which has been placed on the desks of 
senators evidently was intended by its 
perpetrators—and I use the word ad- 
visedly—to deceive rather than to il- 
lumine.” 

Senator Thye (Rep.) of Minnesota, 
pointed out that another USDA chart 
admitted that 84 percent of lowa’s in- 
come came from livestock “for which 
supported feeds are an element of cost.” 

Senator Thye added: “If the pricé of 
corn is pegged by government at a level 
approaching 90 percent, it follows that 
the price of the animal products pro- 
duced from feeding corn must’ approxi- 
mate that price. If the price of beef, 
hogs, dairy or poultry products falls be- 
low a level that can profitably be pro- 
duced at the existing price of corn, 
farmers will curtail their production of 
these items and market corn. 

“Such a control mechanism will quick- 
ly bring production of these products

into line with need. It is obvious that 
the price level of corn has a direct bear- 
ing upon the production of its related 
products and as a control factor it has 
value.” . 

While the “mechanism” doesn’t 
always run that smoothly, corn loans 
and prices do affect livestock produc- 
tion. Without corn loans, the surplus of 
beef, hogs, eggs and dairy products 
would be a lot worse than it is. 


Dry in New York 


DROUTH HAS hit the New York milk 
shed hard. The Dairymen’s League 
News says: 

“Most of the New York milk shed is 
in the grip of a gigantic ‘corn roast’ with 
stunted silks and undersized ears prev- 
alent in corn fields thruout the area. 
Little second cutting of hay is reported 
anywhere and pastures are burned to a 
brittle brown in many regions.”’ 

Dairy farmers ask for a price increase 
of 50 cents a hundred for Class I milk. 
Otherwise they see “imminent danger of 
inadequate milk supplies for New York 
City and other great cities thruout our 
milk shed.” 

Maybe they could use some milk and 
cream from the middlewest. Are east- 
ern dairymen sorry now that the corn 
loan program has made available a lot 
of feed grain at moderate prices? 


Farn price supports 


Senators argue over 
help to farm income 


OST farmers have been listening 

for rain on the roof instead of pay- 

ing much attention to the debate in the 

senate over the farm bill. Yet the de- 
bate was important. 

On one side you had some sincere 
men, like Aiken of Vermont, who felt 
that a start had to be made in getting 
flexible supports: Actually, as one joker 
remarked, flexible supports with only 
an 82.5 to 90 percent range were getting 
pretty rigid. 

But Aiken and his backers felt it im- 
portant to have the principle of fiexible 
support established—higher supports 
when supplies were scant, lower sup- 
ports when supplies were heavy. 


ACKING Aiken, Benson and the ad- 

ministration were other folks who 
habitually vote against all farm bills. 
Their view was that of the writer of a 
letter to the Wall Street Journal: “I 
am in favor of flexible supports ... as 
the first step in getting rid of supports 
altogether.” 

The farm bloc, led by Republican sen- 
ators Thye of Minnesota and Young of 
North Dakota, and by Democratic sen- 
ators Humphrey of Minnesota and Gil- 
lette of Iowa, insisted that the real issue 
was support for farm income. 

They pointed out, as had the house 
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committee on agriculture, that wheat 
growers, even with 90 percent supports, 
would be getting 42 percent less cash in 
1955 than in 1953. Why penalize them 
still more? 

The farm bloc senators also made a 
case that reduction in supports, by itself, 
would not cut acreage. Wheat men, for 
instance, need alternative opportunities 
in order to move out of wheat. 


S THIS is written, the farm bill is in 

conference. Wallaces’ Farmer and 
Iowa Homestead suggests, as before, 
that farmers note carefully the follow- 
ing points when the bill becomes law: 


1. Does it provide adequate re- 
serves of corn before acreage cuts 
are ordered? 

2. Does it use price cuts alone in 
an attempt to reduce surpluses, or 
does it provide other opportunities 
for farmers raising surplus crops? 

3. Does it help to increase con- 
sumption of dairy products and 
meat? 

4. Does it provide any effective 
support for the major perishables— 
dairy products, poultry products 
and meat? 


On the whole, the farm bloc did a use- 
ful job in calling attention to problems 
affecting farm income. Wallaces’ Farm- 
er and Iowa Homestead wishes the de- 
bate had given more attention to the 
need for support for perishables. 
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Too Many Risks 


“NOTHING LEFT but stalks,” said the 
farm woman from Marshall county, 
lowa. “The hail took our corn.” 

“The Coon backed up and drowned 
100 acres of soybeans,” reported a Polk 
county, Iowa, farmer. ° 

“One corn field will make nothing but 
fodder,” said a man in Appanoose coun- 
ty. ‘““We’ll get some corn off the other 
one. Too dry.” 

Iowa will still have a big yield of corn 
and beans. The nation will have a big 
crop. 

But the individual farmer faces risks 
of this kind right along. That’s some- 
thing it is hard to explain to city people 
unless they have actually been out in 
the fields. 

The weather is always a*gamble. 
Farmers must take that risk. But should 
they also be forced to take similar risks 
on price? 

One of the fine features about the corn 
loan has been that a farmer knew when 
he planted his crop about what he could 
get for it at harvest—if he was in the 
program. We need similar assurances 
for livestock producers. 

Production payments, tied in with a 
moderate level of supports, would help 
on this. 


Farming tn the Shade 


DO YOU USE an umbrella on your trac- 
tor? Some young fellows who like to 
turn dark brown (or brick red) object 
to any shade. It’s unmanly or some- 
thing. 

Older men want plenty of room to 
stretch, to stand up to take the weight 
off the seat of their pants, but they’d 
like protection from the sun. 

A recent check-up, made before 100- 
degree temperatures got common, found 
about 41 percent of Iowa’s farmer oper- 
ators using tractor umbrellas or some 
kind of sun shade. The figure might be 
higher by now.

How early to buy feeders? 


Last fall, early buyers paid the lowest prices for their 
feeder cattle. Will the early market be lowest again? 


OU SET your profit the day you buy 

feeders. That’s the warning from 
an lowa State College marketing spe- 
cialist. 

For most feeders, gain costs more 
than the selling price of finished ani- 
mals. So any profit has to come from 
margins. 

With price so important, the question 
of when to buy is a real sticker. 

Last fall, low price for feeder cattle 
came early in the season. But not many 
feeders moved at that time. Then prices 
worked up thru the rest of the season. 
In the end, many cattle moved into feed- 
lots at higher prices during winter and 
spring months. 

By July, farm feedlots held about five 
percent more cattle than the year be- 
fore. Most of these were purchased at 
prices well above the early low. 

When will the low point come this 
year? An lowa State College specialist 
says, “The early buyer may pay the 
most this year. But weather and the 
amount of corn left in the field after 
harvest could change that outlook.” 

To find out how Iowa farmers feel, the 
Wallace-Homestead Poll asked this 
question: “Do you think it will pay to 
buy early again this year?” 

Farmers interviewed answered this 


Way: 











Yes, buy early.............. 47.0 percent 
No, buy late................. ..28.3 
Other answers 


Other answers varied. 

“I’ve already bought my cattle so I’m 
not worrying about feeder prices now,” 
says an Emmet county, Iowa, farmer. 

A Marshall county, Iowa, man says, 
“IT don’t buy any. I raise and feed my 
own calves. I used to sell calves as feed- 
ers. But they don’t bring enough that 
way anymore.” 

A Hardin county, Iowa, feeder says, 
“T usually feed about 100 head a year. 
Feeders are too high to buy right now. 
I’m waiting for a lower price. 

“This year, I’m guessing the low will 
come in September. Last year, I 
missed buying at the lowest time by 
just a week.” 

In the southern part of the state, 
many feeders are out of the market. One 
farmer in that area says, “My seeding 
didn’t catch last year. And my old 
meadow dried up so I didn’t get a bale 
of hay. In June, I ran out of water and 
had to sell my cattle without finishing 
them. It'll take a lot of rain to make me 
want to feed this year.” 


How do farmers feel about prices for 
feeders this fall? The Wallace-Home- 
stead Poll asked this: “What price 
would you expect to pay for choice 
feeder calves in October?” 

Answers stacked up this way:

A Grundy county, Iowa, feeder says, 
“I’m hoping to buy 60 or 70 head of 
500 to 600 pound steers. I want really 
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good quality for around 17 
to 19 dollars a hundred. 

“Looks to me like dry weather could 
force a lot of feeders to market early. 
That might make low prices early in 
the season again.” 

A Poweshiek county, Iowa, farmer 
agrees. “Both price and time to buy 
depend on the weather.” 

“Western cattle are getting more 
plentiful. Feeder calves shouldn’t be 
too high this fall,” points out a Jones 
county, lowa, farmer. 





In general, the best advice is this: 
Figure what you expect to sell fin- 
ished animals for. Subtract feeding 
costs—they should run about the 
same as this year and last year. 
Then don’t buy until feeders are 
low enough that you can see some 
profit. : 


About expected selling price—Iowa 
State College marketing specialists fig- 
ure the outlook is about the same as this 
year. Fat cattle prices may range a 
dollar or two below levels of this fall’s 
markets. 

Cattle supplies and beef output will 
stay near the current high level. Com- 
pared to last fall, there should be about 
the same number of feeders for sale. 
Fewer two-year-olds, about the same 
number of yearlings and more calves 
should add up to about the same total. 

Feeding costs should stay about the 
same as the last couple years. 

Price changes will depend mostly on 
changes in demand, the specialists warn. 
Level 6f employment and consumer in- 
come may be the big factors in beef 
prices next year. That assumes no 
big changes in the international situa- 
tion. 

Safest bet is to figure on cattle prices 
a little below the levels this fall.

Threat of short corn crop makes 


farmers hang on to big reserves 


RE you going to get a loan on your 

1954 corn next winter? Most farm- 
ers who cut acreage and are therefore 
eligible are likely to try for a loan. 

The price of free corn—according to 
guesses of the-Board of Trade—may run 
around 20 to 30 cents under the loan 
price next December. Unless the drouth 
gets worse. 


But what if you have to buy or 
build a new crib or bin in order to 
get the corn loan? 


That’s a tougher question. How much 
storage do you need on your farm”? Are 
you in shape to keep enough of a feed 
reserve so that a bad year won't wreck 
your livestock program? 

arm views on this have changed 
since the dry weather hit the Corn Belt 
More farmers now are ready to talk 
about keeping bigger reserves on hand. 


“Sealed cribs look wonderful 


There’s nothing like a hot wind from 
the southwest to make a full corn crib 
look good. 

How does a farmer pay for a new crib 
or bin? 

If he doesn’t have enough cash, loans 
are available at the bank or county ASC 
office. Loans are payable in four annual 
installments. 

Savings in taxes will help pay for new 
cribs or bins. You can deduct the entire 
cost as depreciation in five years. 

For example, if you put $2,000 in a 
crib or bin, you could deduct $400 a 
year from gross income. Ordinary de- 
preciation would be $100 or less. 

What about resealing? 

The resealing program in Iowa is go- 
ing fine. The state ASC committee ex- 
pects that 40 million bushels will be 
resealed.

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and takes the corn before the year is up, 
he gets a prorated share of the sealing 
fee, for the period beginning October 1. 

Threat of a short corn crop pushed 
some farmers into resealing. Others fig- 
ured resealing fees would help pay for 
new cribs. And most Iowans remem- 
bered that the property tax on resealed 
corn is only 25 cents per thousand bush- 
els. That’s a big saving over the ordi- 
nary tax on old corn. 

How does the storage program look in 
Iowa? Hopeful. Old corn is moving out 
of CCC bins rapidly. New bins are being 
put up. And a good many farmers are 
resealing. 


Iowa has to do a lot of the chores 
in any corn storage program. Over 
160 million bushels of 1953 corn 
were put under supports in Iowa. 
That’s 34 percent of the total of corn 
under supports in the whole nation. 


Even with the drop in the corn pros- 
pects, Iowa may have 18 percent of the 
nation’s corn crop. And corn in storage 
at all Iowa points, on farms and off, was 
31 percent of the national total in July. 

A successful corn storage program, 
which puts a lot of corn under seal and 
keeps it there for a while, means a lot to 
livestock men as well as to cash corn 
producers. Cheap corn makes cheap 
livestock. 

One farmer, asked whether he was in 
the corn program, said “No, of course 
not. I feed all I raise.” 

But other livestock men realize that 
most of the corn gets turned into live- 
stock in the end. And the more corn 
produced, the more livestock. 

In the last half of 1954, record volumes 
of hogs, cattle, poultry, eggs and dairy 
products will probably go to market. 
Cheap corn would increase the total 
pounds sold and would stimulate still 
greater production in 1955. 

Livestock producers need ample re- 
serves of corn to keep their production 
steady year in and year out. Those that 
are sure there won’t be another short 
corn crop won’t want to store corn. 
The rest think it’s a good idea.

To the Editor: I bred extra 
sows for fall pigs. The latest 
ones could still be sold on the 
market without dock. Or 
maybe neighbors would buy 
them. Should [ sell?—D. K., 
Lyon county, Iowa. 


Let’s consider (1) probable feed 
costs, (2) necessary hog prices to 
pay for feed, labor, risk and in- 
vestment, and (3) the hog supply 
situation for next year. 

Then we should be able to get 
some idea as to whether this is a 
year. to keep extra sows, hold to 
the usual number or cut down on 
pig production. 

It seems unusual, but feed 
costs will vary by farms and 
areas this year. Drouth and corn 
sealing rules will make the dif- 
ference. 

Corn will be worth $1.50 to 
$1.55 (net) on farms that are in 
compliance with corn acreage al- 
lotments. It may be worth as 
much in drouth areas where corn 
must be shipped in. 

If you're in this feed cost 
group, you'll need $20 to $21 for a 
modest profit on your fall pigs to 
be sold March to June next year. 

But you might be in an area 
where “free corn” can be bought 
from_farmers. Or your Own corn 
might be in that classification. 

You can guess that “free corn” 
might be worth anywhere from 
$1.25 to $1.40 depending on the 
area and the extent of drouth 
damage this crop finally suffers. 

At $1.32 for “free corn,” for 
example, hogs would have to 

bring about $18 to make a 

moderate profit on the opera- 

tion, 


How do we get these figures? 
They’re based on a 13.5-to-1 corn- 
hog ratio. One hundred pounds 
of live hog worth the value of 
13.5 bushels of corn. 

Over a long period of years, 
farmers have reduced hogs when 
over 13.5 bushels of corn was re- 
quired to equal 100 pounds of 


AND IOWA HOMESTEAD 


hog. They’ve increased hog num- 
bers when the ratio was better. 

The 13.5-to-1 price ratio is what 
farmers think leaves some profit 
when costs of labor, risk, invest- 
ment and equipment are added 
to feed cost. 

What does the supply factor 
indicate about hog prices next 
year? Will the corn-hog ratio 
become unfavorable? 


When farmers begin to in- 
crease hog numbers after a 
high profit period, they 
usually keep at it for one and 
one-half to two years. So you 
can expect more fall pigs 
next year than we had this 
year. 

Thé June pig crop report indi- 
cated farmers would increase the 
fall pig crop from about 32 to 35 
million head. This follows a 13 
percent increase in spring pigs. 
Total supply of hogs in the next 
year will be about 91 million 
compared to 81.5 million in the 
year just passed. 

These higher hog numbers are 
always accompanied by lower 
prices. If the history of the 
corn-hog cycle repeats, hog rais- 
ers will be in an unfavorable 
position next year. Some predict, 
however, that hogs will just 
about pay for the feed and other 
costs. 

Then what should a hog raiser 
do who has extra sows? It de- 
pends on feed prospects on a par- 
ticular farm, of course. 

If you’re not in compliance 
with corn acreage allotments and 
you will have a lot of corn, it 
may be good business to keep 
extra sows. Or maybe even to 
buy them. 

But generally speaking, this is 
not the time to increase hog pro- 
duction above your average. 

Time to increase hog produc- 
tion is when hog raisers are dis- 
couraged and no one wants sows. 
Time to hold steady on hogs is 
when others are increasing.

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Where will hog 
prices go? 


September or early October seen as probable 
low point; above-$20 price for late winter 


One of the nation’s leading 
farm economists, Francis 
Kutish of lowa State College, 
adds up all the factors in the 
hog price picture, evaluates 
them, and comes up with an 
estimate of the future hog 
market.. Story below has the 
details. 


HE next 60 days should tell 

the story of how low hog 
prices will go this fall. The big 
boost in our spring pig crop came 
in early farrowed litters—before 
April 1. 

And the fall price drop has 
been well advertised. So farmers 
are hurrying their pigs to market 
weights. It adds up to the big- 
gest increase over a year ago 
coming in the months of Septem- 
ber and October. 

Based on spring farrowings, we 
would expect farmers to market 
about 25 percent more hogs dur- 
ing September than for the same 
month last year. All this pork 
will have to come thru the “fresh 
market.” Packers are not like- 
ly to begin storing pork this year 
before October 15. 

Meanwhile farmers are 
planning to rush their hogs 
to market to beat the ex- 
pected fall price break. 

On July 1, 600 Iowa and north- 
ern Illinois farmers in a survey 
initiated and financed by the Chi- 
cago Union Stockyards and con- 
ducted by Iowa State College, re- 
ported plans to boost sharply hog 
marketings in September. 

Late July demonstrated what 
can happen if hogs come to mar- 
ket too fast. Heavy marketings 
drove the price down sharply. 
Then it rebounded in early Au- 
gust as sales ‘let up. The country 
temporarily was pretty well 
cleaned out of hogs. But the re- 
covery in price cannot last. 

The big problem will be to 
avoid panic marketings in Sep- 
tember and early October. Al- 
ready we are seeing discounts on 
hogs weighing under 200 pounds. 
Discounts on light, unfinished 
hogs will widen as more come to 
market. They will get very wide 
if farmers dump a lot of these 
light pigs. 

Complicating the matter is the 
heavy sale of beef coming up 


this fall. Farmers moved into 
cattle feeding slowly last fall and 
winter. As a result, we are see- 
ing larger sales of fed cattle this 
fall. If we also get large runs of 
drouth cattle in September and 
early October, the pressure on 
hog prices will increase. Com- 
petition from low quality cattle 
for sausage meat already is show- 
ing on the pork trimmings mar- 
ket for example. 


>» 


How does this all add up? 
If we get panic marketings in 
September or early October, 
this period probably will see 
the fall low—followed by 
some rise as we get into late 
fall. 


But no sharp rise could be ex- 
pected until late the next winter. 
For the USDA pig survey shows 
a sharp boost in summer litters 
in the Corn Belt. This means that 
hog runs will continue well 
ahead of a year ago until along 
about next February or March. 

On the other hand, if we can 
avoid panic marketings in Sep- 
tember and early October, the 
fall price bottom shouldn't be as 
low—with the November and De- 
cember market more stable. 

How low will hog prices go 
this fall? The 1954 pig crops 
were about the same size as in 
1949 and 1952. Both of those 
years prices dropped about a 
third from the two or three week 
seasonal peak period to the two 
or three week period of the fall 
low. If this relationship holds 
again this year, it would mean a 
Chicago average of around $17 
or $18 for the low period. 

Note that this is an average. 
Prices could be lower on some 
of the days. 

It also means hogs above 
the $20 mark by late winter. 
Thus, if farmers can avoid 
the depressed low spots this 
fall, hogs still should net 
them some profits—but the 
lush days of the last two 
years are gone. 

Farmers who have fall pigs 
should still make some money 
on next spring’s sales. The same 
for the man who has early 1955 
spring pigs. But late spring pigs 
and fall pigs in 1955 are highly 
uncertain. There may be little 
profit in them.

Neither Benson nor McCarthy are candidates 
in Iowa, but they will affect the farm vote 


ILL an Iowa farmer who 

doesn’t like Benson vote for 
Gillette or Martin for U. S. sen- 
ator? 

Will a farmer—or a farm wom- 
an—who doesn’t like McCarthy 
vote for Gillette or Martin? 

How many eager voters are 
supporting Hoegh and Herring, 
Gillette and Martin? Many who 
express opinions in surveys are 
really indifferent. The ones that 
count are the ones who will go 
to the polls and bring others with 
them. 

In the Aug. 7 issue, the Wal- 
lace-Homestead Poll reported on 
how a representative sample of 
Iowa farm people said they 
would vote this fall. The vote 
follows: 


For Governor 
Hoegh (Rep.) 51 percent 
Herring (Dem.) 39 percent 
For U. S. Senator 


Gillette (Dem.) 
Martin (Rep.) 


51 percent 
39 percent 


But of these voters, how many 
are really anxious to see their 
candidate win? This may be im- 
portant as the campaign picks up 
speed. 

Only 43 percent of Iowa farm 
people are now in the group that 
is sure to vote and likely to urge 
others to vote. 

Of the enthusiastic voters, 
Hoegh has 56 percent and Her- 
ring 44 percent. Gillette has 55 
percent of the eager voters while 
Martin has 45 percent. 

That gives Hoegh and Gillette 
the edge at this stage of the cam- 
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paign. Later surveys will check 
any changes that may develop. 

Secretary Benson isn’t popular 
among Iowa farmers. Are these 
who don’t like Benson voting for 
Gillette or Martin? 

Of those who say Benson is 
doing “a poor job,” the vote 
comes out like this: 

Gillette (Dem.) 63 percent 

Martin (Rep.) 29 percent 

Apparently Gillette has most 
of the farmers who don’t approve 
of Benson. Martin gets a few 
more of the farmers who think 
Benson is doing “good” or “fair.” 

Senator McCarthy is unpopular 
among Iowa farmers. Does this 
make any difference in the way 
farmers vote for senator? Not 
much. But Gillette does better 
than Martin with the farmers 
who don’t like McCarthy: These 
anti-McCarthy folks vote like 
this: 


Gillette (Dem.) 
Martin (Rep.) 


On the other hand, some farm- 
ers who approve of McCarthy are 
also voting for Gillette. The divi- 
sion is not as sharp as with 
Benson. 

What about age? Are older or 
younger folks likely to vote Re- 
publican or Democratic? Gillette 
gets his biggest support among 
farm people 20-34. Hoegh gets 
his biggest support among farm 
people 50 and up. Here is the 
vote for governor by age groups:

Help for drouth 


districts 


Cheaper feed grains and hay—but will 
this be enough to keep farmers going? 


How did senators from 
your state vote on dairy sup- 
ports? What kind of help are 
drouth districts getting? Will 
corn allotments be larger 
next year? These and other 
timely questions are dis- 
cussed by the editor. 


EFORE production payments 
were beaten in a senate vote, 
Secretary Benson announced ina 
press conference that he wouldn't 
use such payments even if con- 
gress approved. 

He claimed that production 
payments would start an endless 
program of subsidies. The farm 
bloc in congress disagreed. 

But by a vote of 49 to 43, the 
senate killed the farm bloc’s pro- 
posal to use production pay- 
ments, raise dairy supports to 85 
percent of parity and appropriate 
$50 millions for a school milk 
program. A closer vote of 48 
to 44 beat the farm bloc move for 
80 percent. The majority ap- 
proved 75 percent, the present 
level of supports. 

In the states of Iowa, Minne- 
sota, Nebraska, Illinois and Mis- 
souri, the senate vote split like 
this: 

For 85 percent supports, schooi 
milk and production payments:

For the senate as a whole, 32 
Democrats and 10 Republicans 
voted and one_ independent 
(Morse of Oregon) voted with 
the farm bloc on this issue. 

Vote on 90 percent supports 
for grains split the senate in 
much the same way. Senators 
listed above for 85 percent on 
dairy products also voted for 90 
percent on grains.

What is being done to help 
farmers in the state hit hard 
by the drouth? 

Farmers declared eligible by 
FHA can buy feed from the regu- 
lar grain dealers. The USDA 
will contribute 60 cents a hun- 
dred toward the cost of this feed, 
and dealers are to pass the cut 
on to the buyers. - 

Last year most eligible farm- 
ers got feed at half the support 
rate. Corn will cost 35 to 50 
cents a bushel more than last 
year. 

These feed discounts will be 
made only to help farmers main- 
tain their basic herds. USDA will 
make agreements with states to 
help pay the cost of transporting 








hay into drouth areas. The fed- 
eral government will pay up to 
$10 a ton, but not more than half 
the freight.

Some don’t. Fred Heinkel, 
president of the Missouri Farm- 
ers Association, told his members 
at the annual convention: 

“These promises of real and 
widespread relief appear to be 
mostly empty words. We have 


apparently been deceived .. . 
“Under the plan, the federal 
government will subsidize the 
grain dealer to “the tune of 60 
cents per 100 pounds of grains— 
corn, barley and the sorghums.

Considering the magnitude of the 
disaster which has descended 
upon us, the whole federal pro- 
gram looks like a piddling aid 
program, especially since con- 
gress has given the secretary of 
agriculture authority to give 
away the surplus grains in dis- 
aster areas.”

Will the drouth make any 
difference in allotments in 
1955 and in regulations for 
diverted acres? 

One move is to let wheat farm- 
ers put in extra acres for use as 
pasture and hay. This won’t 
count against the allotment. 

With corn production in 1954 
under livestock needs, there may 
be less pressure for a heavy cut 
in acreage next year. 

Before the August 1 crop re- 
port came out, officials of the de- 
partment were saying that there 
would have to be a cut of 400 
million bushels under July 1 be- 
fore 1955 allotments for corn 
could be increased. The August 
1 figure shows a 500 million 
bushel cut. So corn allotments 
next year may be more generous 
than this year. .

Plow, re-seed 
old pastures 


It pays, say farmers who have improved 


bluegrass pastures. 


RE improved pastures 
worth their trouble and 
cost? 


‘Round about the latter part 
of July, there’s little argument 
on this question. By that time, 
most bluegrass pastures are 
parched and dry. There’s prac- 
tically no food value left. 

Renovated pastures, however, 
are lush and green. They stand 
out like a lighthouse in the fog. 
That’s because they’re well-fer- 
tilized pastures, seeded to pro- 
ductive grass-legume mixtures, 

Pasture renovation means im- 
provement of any type of pas- 
ture. It involves breaking up 
and killing the old sod, applying 
lime and fertilizer, and seeding 
a mixture of grasses and le- 
gumes. 

Don’t let size of the job or 
cost scare you away. 

“It isn’t necessary to renovate 
an entire pasture,” points out 
Ralph E. Duncomb of Mitchell 
county, Iowa. “You can treat 
one part at a time when there 
is too much pasture.” 

Duncomb renovated 10 acres 
in 1952, applying lime and about 
200 pounds of 10-200 to the 
acre. He seeded birdsfoot tre- 
foil, alfalfa and timothy. 

The trefoil has been slow in 
establishing itself, but that is 
characteristic of this legume. 
Duncomb noted a striking in- 
crease in the carrying capacity 
of the 10 acres following renova- 
tion. 


Mrs. C. A. Arnold of Han- 
cock county, Iowa, stresses 
the need for plenty of fer 
tilizer in renovated pastures, 


Mrs. Arnold carried out a pro- 
gram recommended by the farm 
planner for the local soil con- 
servation district. It included 
testing the soil for lime and fer- 
tilizer requirements, working the 
sod to kill the old bluegrass sod, 
and seeding with six to eight 
pounds of brome, 10 pounds of 
alfalfa and three pounds of red 
clover per acre. 

Practically all pasture on the 
Arnold farm has been renovated. 


Omaha, Nebraska FERTILIZE R “Renovation has more than 
paid dividends,” Mrs. Arnold 
says. “Our herd of registered 
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Fertilizer gives boost 


Polled Shorthorn cattle stayed in 
good shape on that pasture.” 
Most pasture experts recom- 
mend thoro working of the 
old sod to kill the old bluegrass. 
On the Ben Hemann farm in 
Mitchell county, Iowa, a new 
type of pasture renovation was 
tried. An experimental machine 
was utilized for this purpose. 
Working on the order of a grain 
drill, it scratched furrows in the 
old sod. Fertilizer and a mixture 
of grass and legume seed were 
dropped into the incisions. 
“This has been in permanent 
pasture for 97 years,” Hemann 
declares. “It needed renovation. 
We planted a mixture of alfalfa, 
birdsfoot trefoil, brome, timothy, 
and really got a good stand.” 


Hemann says the applica- 
tion of one and one-half tons 
of lime to the acre, plus 200 
pounds of 0-20-0, helped get 
the pasture off to a good 
start. 

Albert Quie, Jr., of Rice 
county, Minn., began renovating 
his pastures in the spring of 
1949. He began working them 
with a spring-tooth harrow late 
in March, before the frost was 
out of the ground. The main 
idea was to get a good kill of the 
old bluegrass sod. That meant 
working it thoroly. 

Then he applied 300 pounds of 
0-20-0 fertilizer to the acre. He 
used a mixture of bromegrass, 
sweet clover and ladino clover. 
In addition, he tried some birds- 
foot trefoil. 

“Good pastures provide the 
cheapest home-grown feed for 
cattle,” Quie says. “It’s palat- 
able and rich in minerals, vita- 
mins and protein.” 

Rotation grazing prevents 
slumps in milk production for 
Quie during the late summer 
and fall months. His cows get 
turned out on 12 acres of rye as 
early as weather permits. 

Later they had access to al- 
falfa and bromegrass. Bluegrass 
pasture provides good grazing 
for a short period. Unfortu- 
nately, this disappears under the 
impact of a drouthy period. Then 
they’re escorted to a pasture of 
brome, sweet clover and ladino. 
—Harold Severson.

Farm owners were planning to 
do more painting than renters, 
according to the poll. The differ- 
ence, however, could be due to 
the fact that many renters hadn’t 
yet learned of landlord’s plans. 


For the poll indicated that 
houses and barns on rented 
farms have been’ getting 
about the same amount of 
paint as houses and barns on 
farms operated by owners. 
Farmers were asked: “How 

long has it been since you 
painted your house?” And 68 per- 
cent said their houses had been 
painted within the last five years. 
A breakdown showed no differ- 
ence between owners and rent- 
ers. 

What about barns? A total of 
60 percent said their barns had 
been painted within the last five 
years. Percentage of renters 
painting barns recently was 
slightly higher than owners. But 
the difference was hardly worth 
noting. 

What time of the year do you 
do your painting? You’re on the 
bandwagon if you’re planning to 
paint during the months of Au- 
gust and September. 

Slightly more than 70 percent 
of the Iowa farmers who will 
paint farm buildings this year 
are planning to get the job done 
during those two months. That 
indication showed up in a mail 
survey of Wallaces’ Farmer and 
Iowa Homestead readers. 

Will you hire a painter? Or

Percentage figures total more 
than 100 percent. That’s because 
some farmers plan to do only 
part of the work themselves— 
and hire a painter to do the rest. 

And there’s no reason why 
you can’t do a good job of paint- 
ing—not if you follow some sim- 
ple rules. Here are painting tips 
from C. H. Van Vlack, agricul- 
tural engineer at Iowa State Col- 
lege.. He outlined them in a re- 
cent issue of Farm Science, a 
college publication. 

@ Do outside painting during 
fair weather. Both the weather 
and the surface to be painted 
should be dry. Temperature 
should be above 40 degrees. But 
if weather is extremely hot, paint 
may “crawl.” 

@ Allow enough time between 
coats to permit the previous coat 
to become dry and firmly set. 
Usually, several days is neces- 
sary. - 

@ Replace badly worn or split 
and decayed materials. Don’t 
putty cracks, open joints, nail 
holes or windows until after the 
first coat is applied. 

@ Remove loose putty and 
loose paint. A wire brush or 
scraper will do the job. A paint 
remover may work best if old 
paint is rough and badly checked. 

@ When repainting, remove or 
remedy any sources of moisture 
—leaking pipes, unventilated wet 
basement, loose siding or imper- 
fect flashing over windows. Good 
paint never blisters unless wood 
beneath it is wet.

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Keep Watch For 
Pinkeye 
In the summer, it’s not un- 

usual te see pinkeye out- 
breaks in herds of cattle, The 
disease itself is thought to be 
a bacteriz] infection. But it 
may be aggravated by dust, 
weed pollen, insects, etc. 


Cattle in distant pastures 
should be checked frequently for 
pinkeye. New cattle added to the 
herd should be kept in isolation 
for 30 days. 

To treat pinkeye, place cattle 
in dark stalls free from flies. 
Dust and treat their eyes daily 
with applications of sulfa or anti- 
biotic sprays. 





Summer Care 


Of Pigs 
Pigs need constant atten- 
tion during the summer if 
you expect them to gain well. 
Here are some things that 
successful hog men do: 


1. Keep hogs cool. Provide 
shades that are open on all four 
sides. Move shades often. 

2. Supply plenty of water. Wa- 
ter is cheap; use plenty of it. 

3. If portable houses are used, 
sweep them regularly to keep 
down the dust. Ground corn cobs, 
sprinkled lightly with oil, make 
dust-free bedding. 

4. Watch for symptoms of dis- 
ease. Remove at once any scour- 
ing or crippled pig or one that is 
off feed. Have sick pigs treated 
immediately. 

5. Feed a balanced ration at all 
times. 

6. Keep everyone, including 
your friends, out of your hog lots. 





How To Care For 
Show Stock 


A good many disappoint- 
ments to livestock exhibitors 
could be prevented by atten- 
tion to details before the 
show. Here are some sugges- 
tions that will increase your 
chances for a top placing: 

1. Don’t show an inferior ani- 
mal. Leave the “dogs” at home, 
or market them. A poor animal 
reflects on the value of your 
herd and lowers the quality of 
the show. Ask your county ex- 
tension director or a good breeder 
to look your animal over to see 
if he is good enough to be shown. 

2. Have health papers in order 
before the show. Have your vet- 
erinarian examine the animal 
and perform any vaccination or 
immunization needed. Don’t

bring an animal to the fair with- 
out proper health papers. 

3. Have animals trained to lead 
and accustomed to being handled. 
Untrained animals lose weight at 
fairs and aie hard to present 
properly to the judges. 

4. Haul animals to the fairs in 
clean, well-bedded trucks. 

5. Feed the ration your animals 
are used to. Don’t change feeds 
at the fair. Be prepared for hot 
weather by having fans on hand. 

6. When you bring your show 
entries home, be sure they are 
hauled in a truck that has been 
thoroly disinfected. Isolate the 
animals from the home herd for 
at least 30 days after arrival at 
home. 

7. Don’t neglect the entire herd 
at home for the sake of one or 
two animals. 





More Erysipelas 
In Swine 


Erysipelas in pigs seemed 
to be on the increase this 
spring. In many cases, it is 
the acute form of erysipelas. 
And it showed up on farms 
that had not had the disease 
before. 


What caused the increase isn't 
known for sure. But it should be 
kept in mind that erysipelas is 
the most unpredictable swine dis- 
ease known. On many of these 
farms, the disease may have 


existed in the chronic form for 
years and was not recognized. 


Use of serum and culture as a 
preventive is still recommended 
to protect swine against this dis- 
ease. 


Effect Of Feed On 
Reproduction 


Effect of nutrition on re- 
production in cattle has been 
studied at several experi- 
ment stations. The follow- 
ing facts have been deter- 
mined: 





1. Vitamin A deficiency will 
cause irregular heat periods and 
infertility. 

2. Heifers in high condition 
had no greater breeding difficul- 
than those not so highly 
conditioned. 

3. Heifers underfed require five 
months longer to mature sexual- 
ly. 

4. Heredity has little influence 
upon fertility. 

5. Mineral deficiencies are not 
important 
problems. 

6. Early death of the embryo 
is one of the biggest problems in 
repeat breeder cows. 

7. Vibriosis, leptospirosis, 
trichomoniasis, and _ brucellosis 
are still the major herd problems.

Sell spring 
pigs early 


One-third of farmers tell Wallace-Homestead 
Poll they will sell bulk of pigs by October 1 


S ANYBODY can tell from 

the hog market,-farmers are 
pushing pigs along faster than 
usual this year. Iowa farmers 
planned it that way. 

The Wallace-Homestead Poll 
asked a cross-section of Iowa 
farm operators this question: 

“Check the date when you ex- 
pect to have sold most (don’t 
count tailenders) of your 1954 
spring pig crop.” 

The chart above shows 
how farmers answered the 
question. A record total of 
34 percent expected to have 
their spring pigs sold by 
October 1. 


For October, November, De- 
cember and January, pig sales 
will level out—if Iowa farmers 
carry out their present inten- 
tions. The low point might, there- 
fore, come in September or early 
October, rather than in Novem- 
ber or December. 

More early pigs were farrowed 
this year, of course. Heavier 
sales in August and September 
would be expected. Speecod-up 
feeding methods have also made 
it possible to boost early ship- 
ments of spring pigs. 

One Jones county farmer was 


emphatic -about selling all his 
spring pigs in August. “They’ll 
go down fast after September 1,” 
he declared. 

It should be noted that 19 per- 
cent—almost one-fifth of the 
farmers interviewed — wouldn’t 
predict when they would sell. 
Some of these folks are thinking 
about holding back late pigs for a 
late winter market. 
~“What price do you think 
you'll get for most of your 1954 
spring pigs?” This was another 
Wallace-Homestead Poll question. 
The chart below shows how 
farmers answered. 


About half of Iowa farm- 
ers — 51 percent — expect to 
get a price somewhere in the 
$18-S21 range. One fourth— 
23 percent—look for $17 or 
less. And 13 percent aren't 
willing to guess. 

Most farmers are uneasy about 
hog prices this winter. They feel 
that weather may upset any 
plans they can make. If drouth 
in the west pushes cattle to mar- 
ket, they may hurt hog prices. 
And if corn is damaged seriously 
by dry weather, there may be 
fewer fall pigs and a stronger 
market next spring.

Pension For Veteran 
Of World War I? 


-To the Editor: I am. 65 
years old and a veteran of 
World ‘War I. I have applied 
for a pension, but the Veter- 
ans Administration has re- 
fused to grant it. Am TF eligi- 
ble for a pension from the 
government?—L. S., Dodge 
county, Nebraska. 

Eligibility for a pension for 
veterans of World War I is 
based upon disability. You must 
be permanently and totally dis- 
abled if the disability is non- 
service connected. You must be 
credited with at least 90 days’ 
service and discharged under 
other than dishonorable condi- 
tions, or discharged in less than 
90 days for line of duty disa- 
bility. 

If you are declared perma- 
nently and totally disabled by 
Veterans Administration doctors, 
you will get the pension. How- 
ever, annual income over $1,400 
is a bar if the veteran has no 
dependents, and $2,700 disquali- 
fies a veteran if he has depend- 
ents. 





Unemployed Get 
Compensation 


To the Editor: I know. some 
farm people that get unem- 
ployment compensation that 
1 don’t think are eligible for 
it. Who is eligible for the un- 
employment compensation? 
—C. S., Guthrie county, Iowa. 
The Iowa Employment Secu- 

rity Commission says that eligi- 
bility for unemployment com- 
pensation is based on earnings 
ind not on the length of time you 
worked. 

To be eligible, you must be un- 
employed due to job termination 
x” causes other than quitting 
vour job. You must also take 
suitable jobs offered you thru the 
state employment service, and 
you must try to find a job while 
you are receiving unemployment 
compensation. 

It is possible that the farm peo- 
ple who are getting unemploy- 
ment compensation worked on a 
seasonal job and are now unem-

Heirs Must 


Pay Taxes 
To the Editor: Can I make 
out warranty deeds to my 
farms transferring them to 
my children upon my death? 

The deeds would be kept in 

a lock-box until after my 

death and would then be re- 

corded, Will they have to 
pay inheritance tax on the 
farms?—E. H., Stery county, 

Iowa. 

The Service Bureau attorney 
says that making out deeds and 
holding them until death of the 
owner has been tried several 
times and that it presents prob- 
lems. 

Often when the deeds are held, 
it is determined that there was 
no delivery of the deeds, hence 
the property did not pass to the 
grantee. It will often subject the 
owner to a gift tax, or if the gift 
was made in contemplation of 
death, the inheritance and estate 
tax laws would still apply. 

It is very difficult for a person 
to avoid paying-inheritance or 
estate taxes. If the inheritance 
and estate taxes are avoided, 
then ‘the federal government 
will impose a gift tax, which is 
about the same percentage. 





Is Social Security 
Compulsory? 


To the Editor: If the new 
Social Security bill passes the 
Senate, will farmers have to 
pay the tax on their income 
even if they don’t want to 
participate in the program? 
—W. C., Henderson county, 
Illinois. 


Everyone that benefits from 
the federal social security pro- 
gram must help finance the pro- 
gram. The new social security 
bill extends the benefits to farm- 
ers. So if the bill is made a law, 
you will have to pay into the pro- 
gram. But these contributions 
are considered small compared to 
the benefit you or your family 
will get from the program.

HE FIRST time that Mrs. Frank 

Seeley of Union county, lowa, 
took some of her good homemade 
bread and rolls to the Iowa State 
Fair, she came home with five first 
prizes. That was seven years ago, 
and she has been winning prizes 
ever since. 

Last year, Mrs. Seeley was reserve 
sweepstakes winner in the bread and 
rolls division of the Culinary depart- 
ment. She won blue ribbons on her 
cinnamon, orange and whole wheat 
rolls. 

How does anyone get to be a prize 
winning cook? It isn’t done overnight— 
according to Mrs. Seeley. She has en- 
joyed cooking since the time when she 
was 11 years old when she made her first 
successful apple pie. 

Mrs. Seely is now a grandmother, and 
she still feels that she has a lot to learn 
about cooking. Right now, she is work- 
ing to perfect the shape of her beautiful 
loaves of bread. 

Proof of Mrs. Seeley’s good cooking is 
that one of her sons was state health 
champion in 1931. Her other son rated 
high in the health contest also. 

It takes thought and planning to take 
entries to the State Fair. Mrs. Seeley 


starts the week before by checking her 
equipment and stocking supplies for her 
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baking. She makes sure that she has 
everything she will need at hand. She 
fixes the cardboard for her displays 
ahead of time. 

In the morning of the day she enters, 
she gets up at 4 o’clock in the morning 
and starts her baking. By 5 o’clock in 
the afternoon, she is ready to’ start to 
the fair. . 

Mrs. Seeley uses accurate measure- 
ments for all ingredients except for the 
flour. Here she goes by the “feel” of the 
dough. Sometimes she uses slightly 
more or less than her recipe calls for. 
“The dough,” she says, “should be soft 
but not sticky.”’ She feels that her own 
home rendered lard adds a special flavor 
to her bread. 

Mrs. Seeley, a generous woman, glad- 
ly shares her recipes with other women. 
Here are her prize winning recipes for 
rolls. 


CINNAMON ROLLS 


% cup sugar 

% cup water 

1 cake yeast 

3 eggs, beaten 

2 cups milk scalded 

2 teaspoons salt 

24 cup butter, melted 

8 cups flour (sifted before meas- 
uring)

Boil water; let cool to lukewarm. 
Crumble the yeast into the water, and 
add one tablespoon sugar. Add one-half 
cup sugar to scalded milk and cool to 
lukewarm. Add the beaten eggs, yeast, 
salt, melted butter and four cups flour. 

Mix well with electric beater. Add re- 
mainder of flour, and mix until a soft 
dough is formed. Turn out on a floured 
board.. Cover with bowl and let stand 
for 20 minutes. Knead well, and place 
in a greased bowl. Cover, and let rise 
until double in bulk. Take one-third of 
dough, and roll into a rectangle 8x16 
inches. Spread generously with butter 
being careful not to butter the edges. 
Sprinkle generously with sugar and 
cinnamon. 

Roll as for jelly roll. Cut one-inch 
slices, and place cut side down in a well 
greased pan. Cover, and let rise until 
double in bulk. Bake in a 375 degree 
oven for 10 minutes. Reduce heat to 350 
degrees, and bake for 25 minutes. 


ORANGE ROLLS 


cup sugar 

cup shortening 
teaspoon salt 
eggs well beaten 
cup scalded milk 
cake yeast 

cups sifted flour

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Beat the sugar, shortening, salt and 
eggs together in a deep mixing bowl 
until smooth. Crumble the yeast into 
the lukewarm scalded milk, and let 
stand until dissolved. Add the first mix- 
ture. Add the flour slowly, mixing well 
until you have a smooth dough that will 
not stick to the hands. Place in a well 
greased pan to rise. 

When double in bulk, work down, 
and let rise again. When double in bulk, 
knead lightly, and roll out as for cinna- 
mon rolls (see recipe above), and cover 
with orange filling. Cover, and let rise 
until double in bulk. Bake for 10 min- 
utes in a 375.degree oven. Reduce heat 
to 350, and bake an additional 25 min- 
utes. 


Orange Filling: One-half cup sugar, 
one tablespoon cornstarch, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, one-half cup orange juice, 
one tablespoon grated orange rind, one 
tablespoon grated lemon rind. Boil to- 
gether for one minute. Then add two 
beaten egg yolks. Mix well and then 
chill. Spread over rolled out dough.

Where do these dolls go?

They go to 
Korea, Greece, Holland, Brazil, 
England and many other coun- 
tries. In fact, 30 boxes were 
sent out last fall. Maybe the 
group which appreciated the 
dolls the most were the leper 
children living in the Philip- 
pines. 

Everything is donated. People 
save sewing scraps and donate 
feed bags. A jacket factory con- 
tributes the stuffing. But still 
there is the expense of mailing. 
Last year it cost over a hundred 
dollars just for postage. 

So many of the organizations 
that contribute dolls also send 
along a contribution for postage 
making the entire project one of 
good will. 

So a hobby that started in a 
farm home has become a hobby 
that interests and satisfies hun- 
dreds of girls and women not 
only in the community but even 
in neighboring states.—Z. M.

Besides the dryer, the Myers 
family also has a stove, water 
heater and heater for the milk- 
house on bottled gas.

Mr. Myers installed the gas 
heater in the milk house because 
he can “just light it and forget 
it.” “It keeps the temp. ire 
just above freezing where I want 
it, and it’s safe to go off and 
leave,” he adds.

No price cuts 
or consumer 


Congressman Hope reports that while farmers 


have taken cuts, city buyer hasn't benefited 


ARM product prices have 

dropped. But are consumers 
getting food bargains—and eat- 
ing more food? 

Chairman Clifford Hope of the 
house committee on agriculture 
raised this question. He answered 
it by releasing a committee staff 
study which said: 

1. Farm product prices have 
fallen 20 percent since 1951. 

2. Food prices are still at their 
post-war peak. 

Hope is a Republican from 
Kansas who led in the fram- 
ing of farm legislation. His com- 
mittee staff study is, in effect, an 
answer to those who say that fall- 
ing farm product prices will let 
consumers buy more and so get 
the surplus eaten up. 


Latest USDA report puts 
farm products for the United 
States at 88 percent of parity. 
In Iowa, farm products are 
91 percent. 

These are high figures—close 
to the 90 percent that many farm- 


ers talk of as a reasonable price’ 


level. But Congressman Hope’s 
point is that consumers haven't 
benefited by the farm drop from 
107 percent of parity in 1951 to 
88 percent in July, 1954. 

The report makes this compari- 
son between farm product prices 
and retail food prices (100 equals 
1947-49 average): 


Farm products Retail food 


1952 107.0 114.6 
1953 95.9 112.8 
1954 (June) 92.0 113.8 


On wheat, the committee staff 
report states: “In January, 1948, 
the farm price of wheat reached 
a peak of $2.81 a bushel and the 
average price of a one-pound loaf 
of bread was 13.8 cents. Today 
the farm price of wheat has 
dropped to $1.91 a bushel, yet the 
average price of a one-pound loaf

of bread has increased to 17 cents. 
Thus, while the price of wheat 
declined 32 percent, the price of 
bread has advanced 23 percent... 
“In view of this record, it is 
difficult to see how urban con- 
Sumers expect to benefit from 
lower support prices on wheat.” 
Here is the record of declining 
prices in wheat compared to ris- 
ing prices in retail prices of 
cereals and bakery products:

Wheat price products 
1952 99.1 116.8 
1953 93 119.1 
1954 (June) 89.3 121.3 


In the dairy products field, the 
report says: “Farm prices for 
milk and butterfat in June, 1954, 
were 10 percent below their 1947- 
49 average, while retail prices of 
dairy products were three per- 
cent higher.” 

The following record shows 
prices of dairy products received 
by farmers and retail dairy prod- 
uct prices: 


Farm price Retail price 


1952 110.2 111.5 
1953 99.3 109.6 
1954 (June) 89.7 102.9 


Altho the report does not go 
into poultry products, many 
farmers would be inclined to add 
these to the record. Eggs were 
104 percent of parity in January, 
1954, and are now 74 percent. 

Industrial workers, the report 
notes, can now buy more food 
with the earnings of an hour of 
labor than in any earlier period 
in history. One hour’s average 
factory pay bought the following 
quantities of foods in 1929 and 
1953:

Eggs, dozen 1.4 25

Wet litter makes hens uncom- 
fortable and increases chances 
for disease outbreaks. Wet litter 
usually means dirty eggs. You 
must take time to clean the eggs 
or sell them for lower prices. 

A ventilating system that will 
remove the warm, damp air from 
the laying house and replace it 
with fresh air helps prevent wet 
litter.

A forced air ventilating sys- 
tem usually works automatically 
from a thermostat or humidstat 
or both. The electric fan forces 
out the stale air and pulls in 
fresh air. 

Screened dropping pits will 
prevent hens from walking in 
droppings. You get cleaner eggs, 
and the litter stays drier since 
the droppings go into the pits. 

Layers need fresh, clean water. 
Automatic waterers with float 
valves or a continually running 
stream will fill the hens’ water 
needs. You do less work if you 
have automatic waterers. 

Cool water in the summer 
helps keep hens cool on hot days. 
You can prevent water from 
freezing in the winter by heating 
the water fountain. 


Large, dark nests encour- 
age hens to lay more eggs. 
Most hens want to lay at the 
same time and will crowd 
into the nest. Supply enough 
nests to prevent crowding 
which may cause broken and 
dirty eggs. 

Hens won’t lay unless they 
eat. Give all the hens a chance 
at the feed trough by supplying 
plenty of feeder space. Don’t fill 
feeders over half full at one time 
to prevent feed waste.

ILL could you come over and 

help me with my hay to- 
day?” asked Frank Leonard. He 
was phoning his brother-in-law, 
Bill Reynolds. Frank had just 
come in for breakfast and was 
sitting at the table as he talked 
on the phone. 

“Sure, I’ll be over in about half 
an hour,” Bill answered. 

“Fine. I’ll look for you. I sure 
want to get this hay in before it 
rains. I'll see you.” With that, 
Frank turned to his breakfast. 

It was not long till Bill was at 
his brother-in-law’s place. They 
soon had a load of hay in to the 
barn. 

“You’ve got some good hay this 
year, Frank,” Bill said as they 
drove into the barn yard. “I'll 
handle the fork. We’ll soon have 
this in the barn.” 

“O.K. Tll get in the barn and 
take care of things there. Mary 
will operate the tractor. She’s 
coming now.” 

They soon had the tractor on 
the hay rope, and a load was 
going up into the barn. Bill 
stepped to the side of the load 
away from the barn so he would 
have a better position to pull the 
trip rope. Then he heard Frank 
from deep in the barn. 

“Trip ’er.” 

He pulled vigorously on 
the rope, and it came tum- 
bling down toward him. As 
he lost his balance, he 
thought, “The rope broke. I 
shouldn't have been on the 
edge of the load,” and he 
twisted to grab something 
for support. He merely got 
two handfuls of hay. He 
landed on the ground face 
down. 

Bill was lucky. He could have 
broke his back, but his twist 
prevented that. He did get some 
bad cuts from his broken glasses 
and two badly sprained wrists.

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If soil is sandy, you can expect 
leaching losses with nitrogen and 
potash. Spring application may 
be better there. 

Fertilizer can be applied safe- 
ly ahead of fall plowing. Fer- 
tilizer that’s down in the soil 
can’t wash away with runoff wa- 
ter. Land too steep to fall plow 
is too steep for fall fertilizer. 
Unless there’s a good sod or stub- 
ble. Sod can cut runoff to almost 
nothing. 

Fall applications that are not 
to be plowed under are all right 
on (1) level land, (2) sod and (3) 
gentle slopes that have been con- 
toured. 

The story about nitrogen is 
not so cut and dried. 

Fall application of nitrate 
forms looks safe enough in west- 
ern lowa and in areas with clay- 
pan soils. But there’s more risk 
in other areas, say Iowa State 
College experts. Tests so far 
haven’t shown how great the 
risk is. 

When subsoil moisture is low 
in the fall, any nitrogen should 
be safe. You wouldn’t expect to 
get enough rain to cause leach- 
ing. 

Ammonia forms of nitrogen 
can be applied with relative 
safety when soil temperatures 
stay below 55 degrees. That’s 
usually about the last of October 
in southern Iowa.

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Top Off Hogs For 
Best Returns 


Farmers who top their hog 
herds each week or each two 
weeks are likely to get higher 
prices than the one who 
waits to sel] big numbers at 
one time. 


Reasons are that frequent 
selections of hogs to be sold 
means hogs will be sold at the 
right weight and finish. If you 
wait and sell all at once, some 
hogs will be too heavy and too 
fat for top prices. 

And selling all at once means 
later selling. Hog prices nor- 
mally go down as the hog crop is 
marketed, and lower average 
prices will be received. 

In the days when lard and fat 
hogs were in demand, waiting to 
sell all of the hog crop at one 
time and get one big check might 
have carried little risk. But that 
method of selling doesn’t fit to- 
day’s market demands. 





Protein Levels 
For Pigs 


Pig feed containing 18 per- 
cent protein proved to be 
much better than feed with 
12 percent protein in Mis- 
souri pig feeding tests with 
35-pound pigs. 


Tests were made with and 
without the addition of anti- 
biotics. Here are results: 

Pigs getting feed with 18 per- 
cent protein and no antibiotic 
gained 1.21 pounds per day. With 
12 percent protein, the gain was 
.62 pounds per day or just about 
half of the daily gain with higher 
protein level. 

When antibiotic was added to 
the high protein ration gains 
went up eight to 17 percent. 
Average gain was 1.37 pounds 
per day. 

When antibiotic was added to 
the low protein feed, gain per 
day increased over 50 percent to 
an average of about 1.1 pounds 
per day, compared to 1.37 for the 
high level protein plus antibiotic. 

Results of this experiment in- 
dicate: High protein level (18 
percent) is better than a low pro- 
tein level (12 percent) with or 
without antibiotic. Addition of 
antibiotic helps the low protein 
ration by a greater percent than 
it helps the high protein ration. 
But antibiotics cannot substitute 
for the needed protein.

This is what a farm woman in 
Calhoun county, Iowa, told an in- 
terviewer for the Wallace-Home- 
stead Poll. Here is the report she 
is looking for. 

The Wallace-Homestead Poll 
asked a representative sample of 
Iowa farm people this question: 

“You have probably noticed re- 
ports of Senator McCarthy’s ac- 
tivities. On the whole, do you 
think he is doing the nation 
more good or more harm?”

A farmer in Lucas county de- 
clared: “McCarthy is OK. He is 
trying to get all the evidence 
against the Communist party he 
can, but the government is hold- 
ing out on him.” 

But a Jackson county farmer 
had this comment: “McCarthy 
did some eye opening but wasted 
too much time doing it.” 

And a farmer in Cedar county 
insisted: “McCarthy hasn't 
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caught any Communist spies yet. 
And he’s made so much noise it’s 
been hard for anybody in Wash- 
ington to get any work done.” 

How did men and women look 
at the McCarthy affair? Most 
women didn’t like him. Here is 
the vote:

Did the TV hearings sour the 
women on McCarthy? Probably 
more women than men saw the 
senator on TV. 

One young woman in Monroe 
county commented: “He’s doing 
a lot more harm than good. Looks 
like a lot of child’s play.” 

McCarthy is apparently not a 
party issue. Democrats and Re- 
publicans voted almost exactly 
alike. 

But a difference did show up 
in schooling. Farm people who 
had been to high school were 
more apt to vote against Mc- 
Carthy than those who had only 
been to grade school.

Modern Feed Beats 
- Hogging Down 

To the Editor: Farmers 
used to believe that hogs did 
extra well when hogging 
down corn. Now most farm- 
ers think hogs do better 
when fed in yards. Why the 
change?—D. H., Sac county, 
Iowa. 


Modern feeding methods have 
probably made the difference, 
Hogging down was probably bet- 
ter than old feeding methods— 
not as good as the new. 

In the days when ogs were 
shut up in the fall and fed poor- 
ly balanced rations, better gains 
were often noted as soon as hogs 
were turned into the corn fields, 

Probably the corn-field hogs 
picked up sOme green material, 
or some other element from the 
soil that improved the ration 
over the old kind of dry-lot ra- 
tion. And farmers came to be- 
lieve that hogging down was 
good practice. 

But our modern balanced and 
fortified hog rations are much 
better than a hog is likely to get 
when running in a corn field. 
Result is that farmers have lost 
faith in the hogging-down 
method for making fast gains. 

Experiment station work has 
also shown disadvantages for the 
hogging-down method. They 
don’t recommend it as they once 
did. And the labor-saving is not 
as important now as when corn 
was husked by hand. 





Good Fences 
On Contour 


Contour fencing calls for 
close spacing of posts. For 
gentle curves, a 12-foot spac- 
ing should do the job. For 
sharper curves, 10 feet is 
better. For straight line 
fencing, a rod apart is com- 
mon, 


Set posts in uniform curves so 
wire can be placed on the out- 
side of the curve. Set posts with 
the tops leaning out about two 
inches. 

Stretch wire from the end with 
the least curve. Ten rods is 
maximum length for stretching 
on the contour. On straight lines, 
20 rods can be stretched at a 
time. A line brace should be 
used at each stretch point. If 
there is any abrupt change in 
angle of the line, heavy anchor 
posts can be used to keep other 
posts from pulling out of line. 

When stretching the wire, 
stretch slowly. Make sure the 
wire does not catch somewhere 
along the line. For contour lines, 
stretch wire only about half to 
two-thirds as tight as straight 
line fence.

Better farm 
fences 


AREFUL construction makes 
farm fences last longer. 

University of Missouri special- 
ists say life of any fence depends 
on the strength of the end and 
corner brace groups. 

Missouri tests show double 
span horizontal braces to be most 
efficient. That is, most effective 
in keeping posts from “lifting.” 

The horizontal brace should be 
about six inches below the top of 
the posts. 


The tie wire between the 
two posts should go from the 
ground level of the first post 
to the top of the second post. 
Then a similar brace and tie 
wire should be put between 
the second and third posts. 


Iowa State College recom- 
mends double span bracing, too. 
But the Iowa tests show that 
horizontal bracing may buckle 
sideways under heavy loads. So° 
Iowa workers recommend that 
the brace be placed diagonally 
from the top of the first post to 
the ground level of the second. 
The tie wire goes from the 
ground level of the first post to 
the:top of the second. A similar 
brace group is used between the 
second and third posts. 

Double span bracing is well 
worth while, say Iowa State Col- 
lege engineers. It more than 
doubles the strength of single 
span braces. 

Setting brace and corner 
posts three and a half feet 
deep instead of two and a 
half feet increases holding 
power by 80 to 90 percent. 
High quality materials are im- 

portant in fence life, too. Heavier 
gauges of wire cost more. But 
they usually pay out in terms 
of longer life and less upkeep. 


Over stretching wire is 
more harmful than under 
stretching. Tension curves 
in the wire should not be 
straightened out tow much. 
The tension curves allow for 
expansion and contraction of 
the wire due to change in 
temperature, 


Even if you use wood posts, it 
is a good idea to use a metal post 
every ten rods or less. The metal 
post grounds the fence and pro- 
tects the livestock from light- 
ning. It is most important to 
have fences grounded at corners 
and near high voltage power 
lines.

C= dryers can pay off in a 
hurry. Just ask farmers who 
own them. 

Burdette Kraemer of Buena 
Vista county, lowa, says, “In 1951 
my wet corn was worth about a 
dollar a bushel. After drying, it 
was worth $1.72 a bushel.” 

“Doesn't have to be a ‘wet 
corn ‘year’ for a dryer to 

pay,” he adds. “Last fall, I 

saved at least 10 bushels of 

corn per acre. 

“I picked early. Corn was still 
about 26 percent moisture. But 
there just wasn’t any shelled 
corn on the ground behind the 
picker. Not many ears were 
dropped, either. Some other 
fields had 20 bushels of corn on 
the ground—mostly dropped ears. 
Of course, you can save part of 
that if you have livestock. But 
with a snow storm, the whole 20 
bushels could have been lost. 
Anyway, it isn’t where you want 
it for feeding.” 

“Picking corn early and dry- 
ing would really have paid in 
1949 when so many ears dropped 
off because of corn borer dam- 
age. And it may pay extra this 
year if*borers are as bad as they 
look now,” says Kraemer. 

James Fee of Cherokee county, 
Iowa, is sold on drying, too. He 
uses a picker-sheller. Then he 
dries all his corn and stores it 
in bins. 

He’s sold on the method— 
enough that he leaves a double 
crib for ear corn standing idle. 
He has plans for converting it to 

shelled corn self feeder for 
10gs. 

One thing Fee likes about his 
et up is the cost. Corn is moved 
by augers from drying bins to 
storage bins. But the drying 
ins, storage bins, dryer, augers 
and nyotors together cost. about 
90 cents a bushel. That’s about 
half what a good double crib 
costs, 

Both Kraemer and Fee use 
their dryers for oats, too. They 
like the early combining without 
windrowing. 

Kraemer says, “There’s practi- 
cally no- loss behind the com- 
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bine. I save enough grain to 
more than pay for the drying 
each year.” 

Here are some advantages of 
drying crops: 

1. Crop can be cured in any 
kind of weather with heated 
air, 3 

2. “Wet corn” can be saved 
and stored safely. 

3. Harvesting can start 
earlier. Sometimes favorable 
harvesting season is short. 

4. Pickers work better in 
corn with higher moisture 
content. Less shelled corn is 
left in the field. 

5. Less loss from ear drop 
in corn damaged by borers. 

6. Early harvest permits 
fall seeding in corn land. Or 
earlier fall plowing. 

7. Quality of grain is easier 
to maintain. No moldy or 
spoiled grain. 

8. Can shell corn earlier. 
That lets you save storage 
space. 


Drying crops has disadvan- 
tages, too. It takes extra labor. 
If you dry in a crib, it has to be 
adapted to drying. The dryer 
takes servicing and watching. 
Grain has to be handled an extra 
time. But that is usually done 
with elevators or augers. 


Market differences may not 
pay enough to make up for 
weight loss during drying. 
That is particularly true 
when corn is dried to less 
than 15.5 percent moisture. 


Drying corn does cut weight. 
For example, 1,000 bushels of ear 
corn at 30 percent moisture will 
lose Over 11 tons of water as it 
dries to 15.5 percent. ‘ 

Cost of drying comes on the 
disadvantage side, too. Cost 
varies with moisture content and 
weather. Fuel and electricity 
costs average about a half to two 
and a half cents a bushel. 


There is some fire hazard from 
drying with heated air. But with 
careful operation crops can be 
dried with safety. Large amounts 
of heat aren’t needed.

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What about COAL 
for hogs? 


by Henry Arthur 


EEDING COAL to swine is still prac- 

ticed by many farmers. Pigs like coal 
and will consume considerable amounts 
when it is offered to them. That’s probably 
the reason feeders have assumed that pigs 
derive benefit from coal. A few years ago, 
the Wisconsin Station conducted an ex- 
periment to get the facts about coal as a 
hog feed. The same ration was fed to each 
of 3 lots of pigs. In addition, one lot of pigs 
was fed all the soft coal and one lot all the 
hard coal they wanted.

The feed costs were based on feed prices 
prevailing at the time of the experiment. 
However, these studies show that the feed 
requirement per pound of gain is greater 
when the pigs eat coal. Therefore the 
cost of gain will be higher when coal is 
fed, regardless of what the current 
feed prices are.

Last on this abbreviated list of 
Fair highlights is the Women 
and Children’s Building with its 
varied displays arranged by the 
women’s clubs, PTA, Farm Bu- 
reau, and other groups. 

And of course, since this is the 
Centennial show, you’ll want to 
see the replica of the 1854 Fair- 
field grounds. s located north- 
east of the Old Mill and is a com- 
plete fair in itself, with old farm 
implements, home furnishings, 
wagons and other vehicles, and 
many other relics of Iowa’s past. 


Added to the above are the 
many special contests, such 
the old-time fiddlers, 
horseshoe’ pitching, team 
pulling, and baton twirling. 
Dates and places of these con- 
tests are given on page 18.

clean start 


Scrub pens and sows before farrowing. 


Clean ground means less worm trouble 


T= quality rations help pigs 
stay thrifty and grow faster. 
But the best feed you can buy 
won't substitute for good man- 
agement. 
A neglected pig has the cards 
stacked against him. 


It takes good management 
to keep a herd free of dis- 
eases and parasites. And dis- 
ease probably wrecks more 
hog programs than any other 
hog producing problem. 


Joe Sille of Jasper county, 
Iowa, sizes up this business of 
handling fall pigs pretty well 
when he says: “Care is the 
cheapest medicine you can*give 
’em.” 

Clean ground comes first in 
Sille’s hog program. His 16 fall 
litters are being farrowed this 
month in colony-type houses on 
a field that “hasn’t had hogs on 
it for seven years.” 

Sille makes sure that sows and 
pigs are shut in the farrowing 
houses each night. He doesn’t 
want them to get into the habit 
of sleeping out along the fence- 
rows where night breezes may 
chill the pigs. 

Pigs that sleep out during fall 
nights often pile up or wallow 
in the dust to keep warm, Sille 
explains. Peumonia or flu may 
result. Risk of those diseases 
isn’t so great when pigs sleep 
in a well-ventilated shelter that’s 
free from draft, Sille believes. 

Clean ground and strict sanita- 
tion helps avoid the problem of 
worms—as well as filth-borne dis- 
eases. 

And it pays to keep pigs worm- 
free. Worms rob pigs of the 
food. And they weaken pigs— 
making them susceptible to other 
diseases. For example, wormy 
pigs are more likely to get pneu- 
monia than worm-free pigs.- Rea- 


son is that worms get into the 
lungs causing difficulty in breath- 
ing. Then pneumonia comes 
easily if pigs are exposed to dust 
or changes in weather. 

Maybe you’re not equipped to 
have pigs farrowed on pasture. 
Still, you can give them a clean 
start. 

Sows are farrowing in horse- 
barns this month for Will and 
Ragan Brock of Jasper county, 
Iowa. Pigs won’t be moved to 
pasture for several days. But 
they’re getting a clean start. 

The Brock brothers clean and 
disinfect farrowing pens before 
sows are put into them. And 
sows are thoroly scrubbed. 

That’s important. Worm eggs 
may be mixed with dirt around 
sows’ udders. In that case, pigs 
will become worm-infested after 
swallowing eggs while nursing 
the sows. 

“I'd say that sanitation is the 
most important .thing when it 
comes to raising pigs,” says 
Ragan Brock. But he quickly 
adds that the job doesn’t stop 
with good sanitation. 

During hot weather, pigs need 
protection from the heat. And 
a good supply of clean drinking 
water is a “must.” 


And don’t neglect the choresy 


of vaccinating and castrating. 
Pigs should be castrated between 
the ages of two and three weeks. 
At that age, the operation causes 
less shock. 


Like most top-notch hog 
producers, Sille and _ the 
Brock brothers put a lot of 
emphasis on the value of 
creep feeding. 


Keep ’em healthy, thrifty and 
well-fed. That’s the guide to rais- 
ing fall pigs. They need to get 
all the growth that’s possible be- 
fore cold weather gets here.

Beat Average 
Corn Yields 


How much do the better 
farmers beat average corn 
yields for their state? Here 
are figures from above-aver- 
age lowa farmers who co- 
operated with Iowa State 
College in keeping records. 


In the good corn year of 1952, 
these better-than-average corn 
raisers averaged 74.7 bushels per 
acre. The lowa state average 
that year was 62.5 bushels. These 
good farmers beat the state aver- 
age by 12.2 bushels per acre. 

In the poorer corn year. of 
1953, the better group of farmers 
averaged 61.3 bushels per acre 
of corn. The state average was 
53 bushels.. The good farmers 
beat the state average 8.3 bushels 
per acre. 

The corn yield figures are re- 
ported by H. B. Howell of lowa 
State College and they include 
over 1,000 farms in various sec- 
tions of Iowa. 





To Start Cattle 
On Feed 


Good way to start cattle on 
feed at this time of year is to 
chop the whole corn stalk 
and feed in bunks. 


This feeding method can be 
used to supplement short pas- 
tures. Or it can be used to start 
cattle on feed that have just been 
shipped to the farm. 

The chopped corn method 
saves hay. It will prevent trou- 
ble in teaching western cattle to 
eat corn. And there’ll be no 
foundering or digestive trouble. 

Some continue chopping the 
corn as long as the fodder is 
good. Then change gradually to 
chopped or ground snapped corn. 
Later the shift can be made to 
ground ear corn. 





Soybean Hay 
For Sheep? 


To the Editor: Is it advis- 
able to feed soybean hay to 
ewes? When is the best time 
to cut soybeans for hay? 
How should soybeans be 
cured for loose hay?—E. C., 
Livingston county, Missouri. 


Soybean hay may be fed to 
sheep. But it should be fed in 
combination with corn silage or 
some other roughage. Soybean 
hay, alone, may cause -excessive 
seouring, lambing difficulties and 
stiffness in rear quarters. Soy- 
bean hay is a little too rich to be 
fed alone. 

Best time to make soybean hay 
is about the time beans are well 
formed. Soybean hay should be 
cured in the windrow. Most of 
the leaves will be lost if you try 
to cure it in the swath.

Extra hay or grain, rotation grazing 
offer ways to keep milk production up 


T’S NO coincidence that pas- 

tures and milk flow drop off 
at the same time. Few people 
expect a cow to keep producing 
on short dry August pasture like 
she did on new, fresh June 
growth. 

When pastures start to fade, 
your milk cows need help if you 


expect them to do more than 
cover the bottom of the milk 
bucket. That help, of course, 


means extra feed. 

Some farmers rely on hay; 
others pour out a little extra 
And some break open the 
silo and feed some of the grass 
silage they put up in June. 

Others, like Ben Becker of 
Cottonwood county, Minn, use 
improved pastures and a rota- 
tion system of grazing to stretch 
their pasture and keep milk flow 
up. Moré about that later. 

Some farmers have hay racks 
on skids that they fill with hay 
to help supplement pastures. 

If you put up grass silage last 
June, you have just the stuff to 
fill in for the short pastures. 


But cows need a shot of 
something more potent when 
pastures start to fade. Maybe 
you've been holding back on 
the grain. It will pay to 
watch cows closely. Some 
extra grain and supplement 
might pay off in a lot more 
milk. 


If cows are close to their dry 
period, they can stand an extra 
dose of grain too. They are pro- 
ducing milk, and they are also 
developing a calf. For both pur- 
poses, they need extra feed. 

So somehow, with extra hay, 
silage, or grain, you'll have to 
give milking herd extra feed 
if you want them to keep pro- 
ducing. 

Ben Becker of Cottonwood 
county, Minn., uses a rotation 
grazing system and a grass-leg- 
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ume pasture to get the most out 
of his pastures and to keep milk 
production up. 


And in addition, Becker hag p 


been able to pasture 23 head o 

Jerseys on nine acres of alfalfa- 

brome. 

This is how Becker does it: 

His nine-acre pasture is near- 
ly square. There is a nar- 
row lane along one side. The 
rest of the field is divided 
into six strips by means of 
electric fence which is left in 
place thruout the season. 


Each one of these six strips of 
about 1% acres has an electrified 
cross wire that is used to close 
off or limit the area of grazing 
in that strip. : 

When Becker opens up a new 
strip, he moves the cross wire 
down the strip just far enough 
to give his cows enough alfalfa- 
brome for one day. The next 
day, the cross. wire is moved 
down the same strip to open up 
another day’s grazing. 

Early in the year, each of his 
six strips provides four to five 
days grazing. Later, as heat and 
dry weather slow the pasture 
growth, he may feed a strip in 
two or three days. 

As each strip is completely 
grazed, the cross wire is moved 
back to the lane, and the cows 
are moved to another strip. Since 
there are six strips, the cows get 
around the nine-acre pasture in 
from 18 to 30 days, depending 
on weather. 

Cost of Becker’s setup is small. 
He bought 80 rods of old tele- 
phone wire for 75 cenfs and uses 
that. for electric fence wire. Steel 
posts were 50 cents each. 

Handling pasture takes little 
time. The cross wire can be 
moved in five or 10 minutes. On 
the days when he has to change 
grazing strips, there are two cross 
wires to be moved.

Bred Sows Got 
Erysipelas 


To the Editor: [ have some 
nice sows that were bred 
about a week and one-half 
when they got erysipelas. 
The veterinarian brought 
them out of it. But I am 
wondering if the baby pigs 
will be affected by the ill- 
ness or the shots.—P. S., 
Rock Island county, Illinois. 


It is possible that during the 
sows’ high fever, the pigs in 
the uterus were damaged. The 
shots themselves would cause 
no harm. 

The sows will transmit some 
resistance to the pigs. But no 
doubt, you now have the ery- 
sipelas organism on your farm, 
so the pigs will need to be vac- 
cinated when they are two or 
three weeks old. 

You probably won’t go wrong 
in keeping the sows, but don’t 
be surprised if you get small 
litters. 





How Much Salt For 
Chickens? 


To the Editor: Will salt 
kill chicks? I lost some re- 
cently and suspect they got 
too much salt in their feed. 
—Mrs. J. P., Buchanan coun- 
ty, Missouri. 


Small amounts of salt are 
necessary for chickens. But 
high levels can be poisonous. 
More than two percent of salt 
in the diets of chickens is toxic 
and may be fatal. 

Before you could be sure that 
salt caused the death of your 
chickens, it would be necessary 
to analyze the contents of the 
feed they ate to find out the 
salt content. 





Coccidiosis In 
His Steers 


To the Editor: What causes 
my steers to have bloody 
manure? What can I do 
about it?—H. B., Crawford 
county, Iowa. 


Usual cause of blood in the 
droppings of steers is an infes- 
tation of coccidiosis. This may 
be diagnosed positively by a 
fecal diagnosis. Treatment con- 
sists of sulfa drugs and sanita- 
tion.

Compare Cost Of 
Meat, Lard Hogs 


Cost of producing meat- 
type hogs is no more than for 
lard-type, according to tests 
at a midwest experiment sta- 
tion. 


One group of hogs had only 37 
percent of lean cuts in the car- 
cass. This group required 340 
pounds of feed to make 100 
pounds gain, and they reached 
229 pounds at five months of age. 

The leaner hogs had 41 percent 
of lean in the carcass. They ate 
333 pounds of feed for 100 pounds 
gain. They weighed 227 pounds 
at five months of age. 

Difference in feed conversion 
and daily gains was not enough 
to be significant on these hogs. 
But each 200-pound hog had eight 
extra pounds of lean meat which 


would make a significant increase | 


in the value of the hog. 





Ton Of Silage 
Worth $9 


A ton of silage has feed 
value equal to four bushels 
of corn and about 300 pounds 
of hay, according to esti- 
mates of the Illinois College 
of Agriculture. 


At $1.50 per bushel for corn 
and $20 per ton for hay, the value 
of a ton of silage would be about 
nine dollars. 

These estimates are based on 
moisture content of the silage 
from 70 to 75 percent. The value 
would be greater if the dry 
matter content of the silage was 
more than 25 to 30 percent.

New Artificial Breeding 
Rules For Angus 


Effective September 1, 1954, all Aber. 
deen-Angus bulls used artificially j 
purebred herds for the production of 
calves eligible for registration must be 
blood typed. This rule was adopted by 
the board of directors of the Americap 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association 
at its June meeting. The ruling also 
requires that the blood type of all bulls 
used artificially be filed in the nationa] 
office. 

The asociation will maintain a file of 
the blood types of other Aberdeen. 
Angus herd sires at the request and for 
the convenience of their owners. The 
association board of directors also 
ruled that no semen may be used for 
the production of purebred calves eli- 
gible for registration following the 
death of the herd sire.

Easy To Take Care 
Of Electric Cords 


Electric repair shops 
that their biggest business 
pairing damaged appliance cords: Yet 
it is easy to keep these “lifelines” of 
electric appliances in good condition. 

Many cord casualties result from 
the unfortunate practice of pulling on 
the cord rather than the plug when 
disconnecting, says Irene Crouch, 
home management agent at North Da- 
kota Agricultural College. This even- 
tually loosens the wire from the plug. 

Here’s how to disconnect: If there 
is a switch at the outlet, turn it off 
before you pull the plug. This pre- 
vents sparking between metal prongs 
and outlet, which damages metal and 
in time causes a poor connection. If 
there’s no switch, disconnect plug from 
wall outlet first. Take hold of the plug,

and pull straight. If the plug sticks, 
rock gently from side to side as you 
pull to loosen one connection at a 
time. It’s good practice to disconnect 
cord from outlet each time you finish 
using a heating appliance. 

When cords are not in use, keep 
them in a clean, dry, cgol place, the 


North Dakota home management agent 
advises. A permanently attached cord 
may be wrapped around the appliance 
loosely, but make sure the appliance 
is cool first. 

Keep cords free from 
or sharp bends which can 
wires or insulated covering. 
may hang over large, round wooden 
pegs, or over two or more hooks, or 
they may be coiled loosely on a shelf 
or in a drawer. 


Hog Farms Did 
Best In °53 


Illinois farmers made more money on 
hogs in 1953 than in 1952, but average 
earnings on other classes of livestock 
were lower. Some livestock even failed 
to pay market prices for their feed. 

Farm economists A. G. Mueller and 
J. C. Claar of the University of Illinois 
found the following results in compar- 
ing a sample of 1953 records with 1952

records from the same farms: 
Net earnings on hog farms went up 
from $33 to $46 an acre in 1953. Net 


earnings are the money left after pay- 


ment of operating costs and labor, 
including a charge for operator and 


family labor. 


Earnings on feeder cattle — hog 
farms increased from $17 to $21 an 
acre, but the increase was due almost 


entirely to the hog part of the enter- 
prise. Feeder cattle did not pay going 
market prices for grain and roughage 
in 1953. 

On dairy farms in the St. Louis area, 
net earnings dropped from $20 to $13 
an acre. In the Chicago milkshed, they 
went down from $26 to $21 an acre.

What’s Ahead... 


NO GENERAL FEED SHORTAGE is ahead despite 
the drouth and increased livestock numbers. But some 
areas will be in bad shape. And the 
corn reserve will be cut one-third dur- 
ing the next year. That’s indicated by 
crop estimates. 





THE AUGUST 1 crop report put the 
U.S. corn crop at 2,824 million bush- 
els (487 millions below July). Hold- 
over of corn October 1 is expected to 
be 900 million bushels. Total corn 
available, 3,724 million bushels. 





Homer Hush 


USE OF CORN for all purposes has averaged 3,088 mil- 
lion bushels per year in the last five years. In the next 
year, 3,150 millions may disappear because of increased 
livestock and poultry. If so, we would feed all of this crop 
and draw about 326 million bushels from the corn reserve. 
Total left would be under 600 million bushels. 

These figures are based on corn conditions as of August 
1. Changes since that date are thought to be small. 


CORN PRICE PROSPECTS are strengthened by this 
crop report. But corn prices promise to be variable by 
areas this next year. In northern Corn Belt areas, corn at 
harvest will probably sell below loan values. In southern 
Corn Belt counties where drouth hit, corn prices are likely 
to be at or above loan values most of the time. Loan price 
will range from about $1.55 to $1.60. 


NORTHERN IOWA and northern Illinois are areas 
where “free cor’:” is likely to sell below loan values. That’s 
where the big corn prospects are now. 

Total Iowa crop is estimated at about 510 million bush- 
els. It’s down 72 millions under the July 1 estimate. Illi- 
nois total is placed at 400 million bushels, down 107 mil- 
lions since July 1. Kansas total went down half. And 
Missouri estimates dropped from 181 to 78 million bushels. 
The Nebraska cut was 62 million bushels. 

A considerable movement of corn can be expected this 
winter from the northern cash grain areas to southern 
lowa, southern Illinois, Missouri, Kansas and Nebraska. 

SOYBEAN FIGURES lend a bullish tone to the market 
too. Estimated crop for the nation is over 303 million bush- 
els. This is biggest on record but only four to five million 
bushels more than the crops of 1950 and 1952. 

sean disappearance was over 290 million bushels in the 
year ending October 1, 1953. Livestock and poultry have 
increased. So we might use more in the year ahead. Stocks 
are low, so no burdensome supply of beans is in prospect. 

Protein meal supplies may be ample but not excessive. 
Increases fromm beans and flax offset a cut in cottonseed. 


CHANGES IN THE FEED situation may check pig in- 
creases to some extent. The corn-hog cycle may move less 
rapidly to over-producti@n and lower prices than would 
have been the case witha bumper corn crop.
